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BIENNIAL REPORT- 


To W. W. Thayer, Governor of Oregon: 


I have the honor to submit the following report of the “Condition, 
Expenditure, Liabilities and Earnings” of the Oregon Penitentiary, 
covering the two years from Sept. 1st, 1880. The Legislative Assem- 
bly at its session of that year appropriated $42,700 tor the mainten- 
ance of the prison for the ensuing two years This sum included pay 
of officers and all other employes, clothing and feeding of convicts, 
ordinary repairs and improvements of buildings and fences, and all the 
usual expenses pertaining to the conduct of the prison. In addition 
to this there was $1,000 appropriated for the purchase of a boiler for 
wumıng the prison. This last sum we found. insufficient for the pur- 
chase and setting up of such a boiler as the prison required, and we 
bought one of ample capacity fur heating the entire prison, costing, 
set ıı place, $1,150 39. The additional $150 32 was paid for from the 
appropriation for the ordinary expenses of the piison. The boiler 
proves a considerable saving in fuel, requiring one-third less than that 
before in use As during the last four years we have procured all 
tuel with convicts it has cost the State nothing, Airaugements of the 
same character have been made for the coming year, but the time 
may come when the fuel of the prison will again be bought, when thjs 
saving caused by the new boiler will be of some importance. 

Of the foregoing appropriation there has been expended for the two 
years ending August 21st, 1882, $84,340 73, against $36,665 14 ex- 
pended for the two prior years ending August 31st, 1880. This leaves 
unexpended August 31st, 1882, of the appropriation for the last two 
years, $9,008 77: 

1e earnings of the prison, in cash paid into the Treasury, during 
the past two years, have been $7,941 32, against $15,002 06 for the 
two years ending August 31st, 1880 This diminution in the cash 
earnings is aceounted for in the large reduction in the price paid by 
the United States for the keeping of its prisoners, the reduction and, 
finally, loss of the income from the labor of convicts employed in the 
shops, and" the employment of convicts upon the Asylum for Insene, 
and for the manufacture of brick for shops, for which no money was 
received, Up to October 25th, 1880, the United States paid $8 124 
per week for keeping its prisoners, since that date they have paid but

S4 per week. This is a loss of a fraction over one-half of the income 
trom that source. During most of the two years ending August 31st, 
1880, the Oregon Leather and Mannfacturing Company employed 
some twenty convicts in the tannery building at 50 cents per day each, 
but before the expiration of the latter year, they closed their business, 
it is understood with a loss, and ceased the hiring of prisoners. ‘There 
were left some twenty-five employed in the chair factory and foundry, 
until the burning of the same in September, 1881, since which time 
no money has been received for the labor of convicts; also prior to 


1881, a gang of convicts were employed by private contractors in the 


brick yard, and paid for at the rate of 50 cents per day. For 1881 a 
large number were employed there in making brick for the Asylum for 
Insane, and during this season a similar number has been employed 
there under an arrangement by which the State has received 333,333 
‘brick for prison shops. Hence from these sources no money has been 
received into the Treasury, us during the prior years. We have now 
sufficient brick for shops, and the labor of convicts in the brick yard 
will, for the remainder of the season, he paid for at the rate of 50 
cents per day each, Since the spring of 1831 a large number of con- 
victs have been employed upon the Asylum for Insane, and have ren- 
dered valuable service to the State. 

In my last biennial report I mentioned that * the work shops nox 
in use are of wood, very combustible and liable any day to be burned, 
If such event shonld ocenr, it would be well to rebuild of brick.” 
These shops were in such close proximity to one another that the burn- 
ing of one involved the destruction of all. On September 21, 1881, 
they were all consumed by fire, doubtless set by a convict. With one 
exception they were of little value. One, used as a foundry, was 4 
fair wood building. Another, used as a chair factory, was but an old 
shell The tannery was a large building, but of little value to the 
State. , At the time of its destruction, and fur some time before, ne 
contractors or convicts were employed in it. I think most or all con 
tractors who had ever been in the building were unsuccessful in their 
business, and that none had remained a long time. One of the earlier 
ones failed to pay the State for convict labor employed there, amount 
ing to near $1,000. The building being wholly unoccupied in the 
spring of 1831, and the new Constitution of California prohibiting con 
viet labor in the prisons of that State,I advertised in the Sau Fran 
cisco Bulletin for a contractor for the tannery building, but received 
no response. Tanning is not a good prison employment for the State, 
as it requires much space and involves much outlay for buildings, while 
it employs but few convicts. The State has only convict labor to lease, 
and the business that will employ the greatest number for tho least 
outlay for buildings is the best. . 

When the wooden shops were burned the brick yards were cecupied 
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under a contract made by the Commissioners for the erection of the 
Asylum for Insane in the manutacture of brick for that institution. 
To have stopped that work to make brick for prison shops that season 
would have left the asylum building 1n a condition. ineapable of being 
roofed against the approaching winter storms. That, of conrse, was 
not advisable, and thus nothing could be done toward rebuilding the 
shops that season. With the openiug of the following spring work 
was commenced upon brick for the shops, and, except for the difficulty 
in providing lime, they would now be completed. But until very re- 
cently it was impossible to obtain lime. At last we have succeeded in 
getting it, aud the shop is in active course of construction. 

We are erecting a thoroughly substantial building of brick, 993 feet 
long aud 47 feet wide, divided into three compartments, separated by 
brick partitions containing wide arches, so that it may be occupied by 
one or more contractors, as required, and so that one officer may over- 
look the whole. We are putting as little combustible material in it as 
possible and that so arranged that if it shall burn it will not injure the 
walls of the building. There will be very little risk of fire therein. 
We hope to have this building completed during this month of Sep- 
tember and ready for use as soon as the convicts are not needed upon 
the asylum and brick yard, We have used and are using convict la- 
bor, so far as possible, in the construction of this building, and outside 
of what we can thus do, we estimate thei cost at about $3,000. This 
we are paying as it is incurred out of the surplus remaining from the 
fund for the general expenses o the prison. 

During the year 1881, I had an appligation for a ten-years lease of 
all the surplus labor ofthe convicts at 80 cents per day, the party 
agreeing to erect the needed building and receiving pay therefor in 
convict labor, the building being the property of the State. But upon 
examination, the party finding the Superintendent was authorized only 
by joint resolution of the Assenibly to lease convict labor, aud being 
advised that it required a law, the application was withdrawn. To re- 
move all doubt in the premises, it would be well for the Legislature to 
enact such law. Some other parties are now anxious to contract for 
less numbers at 50 cents per day, and will be ready to do so as soon as 
the shops are completed. I think it altogether probable that in the 
very near future all the labor can be leased. If this can be done at 40 
cents per day (and it ought to command that sum for all the convict 
labor the State may have to let) the prison will fully pay its expenses, 
it not return an income above them. The larger number of prisoners 
the State can contract to one person, the better for the management 
and diseiphne of the prison. Small numbers can be contracted for for 
50 cents per day. If all could be leased to one person at 40 cents, I 
should think it better, 


The wood tower on the prison is a constant menace to the safety of 
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the building. If it is not removed or in some way rendered more safe 
it is pretty likely, sooner or later, to cause the destruction of the prison 
by fire. It and its foundation are wood, and of the most combustible 
character. A strong draft is at all times carried through it, and a tre 
well under headway would be impossible of extinction. It should be 
removed or made more secure سط‎ fire. I have caused all loose com- 
bustible matter to be removed from it and buckets filled with water to 
be kept near it. But the building is not safe from destruction while 
the tower remains in its present condition. . 


There is abundant water and power in the yard and there ought to 
be a pump of sufficient capacity to throw a large body of water upon 
the prison or asylum if required. This would not involve a large out- 
lay and would add greatly to the security of the vroperty of the State, 
Water, likewise, tor the common uses of the asylum must be supplied 
from this source, and could be with such pump. For strict security 
there should be two pumps, so that when one should be ont ot order, as 
it would not unlikely be, when most needed, the other could be used. 
The water for the supply of the prison and asylum is pumped directly 
from Mill Creek. Probably the water for those purposes would be 
more pure if taken from a cistern sunk in the ground near the Creek, 
into which the water would filter, This could be made with convict 
labor and cost the State nothing. 


There has been no increase of prisoners during the last two years. If 
there shall be none iu the next two, there will be no necessity for more 
cells. But with any considerable increase more would be tound neces- 
sary. If made, they should be constracted of iron above those already 
in the Prison and at an expense not to exceed one half the sum the 
State was made to pay for the present ones I have had an estimate of 
the eost of new ones made, and am informed that they can be put up 
for a little less than $500 each. ° Whenever the State feels able to incar 
the expense, the character and discipline of the prison ean be gieatly 
improved by providing a separate cell for each convict. Indeed, tt 
cannot be a real penitentiary while convicts are confined together and 
allowed to communicate with one another. : 


If the “trusty " system 1s to be permanently continued, it would be 
well to construct separate quarters for that class of prisoners, where 
they could be kept fiom communication with the other convicts. This 
would add greatly to the safety and discipline of the prison. The 
brick for this could be made by prison labor, and fally two-thirds of 
the work of laying the brick in the building be performed by the same 
class of labor. That proportion of the work of building the walls of 
the shops we are tow erecting is being done by such labor, These 
“trusty ” quarters would not need cells—certainly not iron ones—and 
could be built for less than the cost of putting iron cells into the old 
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prison, while the removal of the trüsties from if would make unneces- 
sary more cells there for some years 

During the four years we have had but two convicts escape from 
the prison, both of whom were recaptured and returned there, where 
one now 1s The other was paidoned by President Hayes. During 
the past two years five, with but short terms to serve, have escaped 
trom the * trusty” gangs working outside the prison: upon the farm, 
asylum and outside brick yard. When it is considered that there ae 
no güai de:over them, and that during the two years there have been 
not less than 200 of them, this number of escapes is certainly small. 

The health of the prison has been good, and you will notice that 
there has been a marked reduction in the charge for physicians and 
medicines during your term of office. 

Rev. J. L Parrish was for a time absent in Portland, during which 
Rev. R. W. Hill preached monthly to the inmates of the prison. 
Upon Mr. Parrish’s return here, dming the present year, he resumed 
lus offices there. Rev. Father Capelle has also held occasional services 
at the prison. Attendance upon these ministrations has not been com- 
pelled, but has been quite general notwithstanding, more so than at- 
tendanee upon like services in communities outside of prisons ; and, 
let us hope, with not less beneficial results 

The present plank stockade about the prison will require rebuilding 
ina few years longer. ' Before that time arrives necessary steps should 
be taken to build one of brick, that will last as long as the prison does. 

The prison and grounds have been at all times kept in good repair, 
and are now in snch condition. Recently the building and surround- 
ing fence have been 1epainted. 

All the liabilities of the prison have been paid as incurred, and all 
solvent collections have been made, except a note of F. Hentschel for 
$670.73 and interest, given March 7, 1879, and held by the State 
Treasurer. This is a balance of a note for a larger sum paid on the 
above date, to which reference is made in my last report. Upon a bill 
of $260.48 against J. S. Coulter, referred to in that report, $15.86 has 
since been paid by his assignee. Probably that is all the State will 
receive, There is a claim of $52.19, balance due on account by O. F. 
Dennis, but it is improbable that it will be collected. James Rooney 
owes $17 for convict labor, but has left the country, and the amount 
may as well be considered lost. 

The weekly cost of keeping the convicts for the past two years, from 
Sept. Ist, 1880, to August 31st, 1882, inclusive, has been one dollar 
and eighty-two cents and forty-three one hundredths of a cent each, 
against $1 96 for the two years previous, or $1 82 per week for the 
twenty-two months previous, following my appointment, Nov. Ist, 
1878. This nominal increase of less than one-half cent per week is 
much more than accounted for by the increased price of flour and 
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meats, two important items in the cost of the prison, during the last 
year, and the increased quantity of clothing required by convicts em. 
ployed in rough work upon the asylum. These items would have 
caused a greater increase had not tlie expense of the last two years 
over the first two been lessened by the greater production of farm and 
garden products, the most of which we had to purchase during the 
first year of my incumbency, while during the past year we have had 
more than enough for all our wants. This cost of not quite $1 891 
per convict per week covers all the expenses of the prison for ‘the two 
years, except the special appropriation of $1,000 00 for boiler. 

We last Spring put a larger than usual acreage in vegetables, with 
a view of, in part, supplying also the asylum for insane. If the drouth 
is not too prolonged, there will be a considerable surplus for that pur- 
pose after supplying all the wants of the prison. The State 

‘has ample land, and from the prison and asylum (if the but 
mildly insane are to be in the future kept there, as now) will have 
ample labor to produce for the next hundred years all the vegetables 
the two institutions will need, and it should so produce them, having 
them both fresh and cheap. We have raised grain upon the larger 
portion of the land, but this can be well omitted, as it is needed for 
gardens. 

If the State owned'lands near the asylum and prison, where from 
thirty to fifty cows could be pastured, it would be well for it to have 
them. The prisoners and patients could care for and milk them, with- 
out cost to the State, while the product would be most wholesome and 
healthfnl. A daily ration of mush and milk would be well in the 
prison, and I can well imagine that much milk could be made nsefil 
in the asylum. If cheap lands can be bonght near enough these insti- 
tutions—and they need not be so very near—tor the purpose, it occurs 
to me the State would do well to purchase them and stock them with 
cows. : 

I have to renew my recommendation of two years ago that the sal- 
ary of the Superintendent of the Penitentiary be redneed to $50 
per annum. At the session of the Assembly following, pursuant to 
my recommendation, the salary was reduced from $1,800 to $800 
The duties performed are mainly those of Inspector, and $500 per 
year is suflicient compensation. 

I would also renew my recommendation that the statute granting 
“merit money” to prisoners be repealed. The money oftener dees 
the discharged convict harm than good, and had better be left in the 
treasury of the State or in the pockets of the tax-payers. The inten- 
tion of the Legislature could never have been to grant this money im 
discriminately, and for fear it may be thus construed in the future, ast 
has been in the past it had better be repealed. 

All officers of the prison have been faithful in the performance of 
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their duties, and especially have I to commend the interest at all times 
manifested by Warden Miller, to whom great credit is due for the 
gratifying reduction in the expenses of the management we have been 


able to make.
